Because of the hardships endured at vchohurio, a number of the Ppalatines 
including Peter Laux ventured into Ponnsylvania and in 1723 thirty-three fanilies 
prepared to mke the trip. There were hoartaches among the women and children 
when home ties were about to bo broken, some nover again to moet. Parents 
gave up their only sons and daughters that they my find for themselves a new 
and bettor hom, It was here that Peter Laux, the son of philip Laux, 

the old Pioneer of Schoharlo, showed truo muly courage when he broke his 
home ties, 


Led by a friendly Indian, these fanilies started out over an Indian 

trail for the head waters of the Susquehanna iiiver, up in southorn New York, 
With their meager household goods packed on horses ami on thoir own backs, 
over mountains, valleys, ani through forests, they reached the head waters 
of the Susquehanna ikiver, Hore in the wilds of the forest they set about 
constructing rafts upon which they placed their womin and children and house-~ 
hold goods, and under the most thrilling and adventurous experiences they 
floated down the river for about two hundred miles to the mouth of Swatara 
Creek, south of Harrisburg, Pennsylvania. Hore they mst the men who drove 
the cattle end horses along the rivor bank. The experiences of this trip 
could hardly be imagined by any ons not accustoued to such hardships, It was 
thrilling beyond description. ; 


Upon reaching the Swatara, they followed iis windings until they reached 
the beautiful New Lebabon Valley and came to the source of th Tulpchocken 
Creek { Tulpehocken is an Indian nam, meaning Land of Turtles) This 
beautiful stream winds through the valleys and auong the hills for a distanco 
of seventy-five miles and empties into the Schuykill. The township recognized 
by that name was recognized as a distinct territory in 1729. It was along 
this stream ani over the northwest section of this township that the pcople 
from Schoharie settled, Among this group were Jfohannes Lantz, Peter 
Rieth, Lorenz Zerbe, Johannes Nicholas Schaeffer, John Peter Pacht, Sebastian 
Fisher, Christian Lauer, John Adam Lasch, Coorge Anspachg Abraham Laux and 
Peter Laux. 


Peter Laux was the son of Philip Laux of Schoharie andj a brothor of 
Cornelius, Andrew and William, who remained in Schoharie, Peter being the 
only one of the family remaining in Pennsylvania, as Abraham probably returned, 
Peter selected a location on the banks of Tulpshocken Creek, Just north of 
the present town of Womolsdorf. Here he built a log house and a barn with 


’ thatched roofs near a spring. ( in1948 we located the site and found the 


door stones still in placo) 


In 1728 other familios followed from Schoharie and settled in 
the samo community and amonc them was John Conrad \ieisor, who was prominent 
while at Livingston Manor. He, howevor, did not remsin long, for some reasq 
but his noted son Conrad Yoiser Jr, the Indian intorpeter located on a farm 
which adjoined that of Peter Laux, as their respective fathers were located in 
Schoharie, We found the elder Laux and \ielsors location at Schoharie at 
the prosent site of the High School, where suitable tablet haa been placed, 


Weiser's hone is the centor of stato park called Weiser Park, maintainod 
by the state. fhe graveyard on the old farm contains the graves of both 
old and young \veiser, soveral Indian Chiefs, uni wo believe the grave of 
Peter Laux, ‘he state has never been able to identify the graves. 
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The monwint to Weisor in the park recites the following: 
"Conrad Weiser, pioncor, soldier, diplomat, magistrate. As interpreter and 
Indien Agent, he nogotitated every treaty from 1732 until near an oiaee of 
tho Vrench and Indisn War, Born Nov 2, 1696 died July 13, 1760 


It was at VWeiser’s gravo that George Washington stood and said 
“posterity will never forget this great man," 


Now ap to Fort Zeller, the state of Pennsylvania has road marked 
the site as the state's ocldscst fort, built in 1725, the year the Schoharie 
mrer"'folk arrived and rebuilt in 1745 


We cannot find this is typical a fort but a plaw of refuge for 
families of the locality during Indian Wars, Ylie walkin fireplace, in the 
center of the building is of great size, and evidentally intended to fecd a 
large number of poopie. ir and kirs Erb, on whose lands the fort stands hee 
done more to proserve it than the State of Pennsylvania ever would think of 
doing. Tho surroundings are in keeping with the dignity of the historic 
shrine. Other than a roof to preserve the structure, no changes have been 
made. I can judge from my conversation with Mr Erb thut many attempts haw 
been made to purchase 1%, or part of it. The structure now near 250 years 
old is not along a monument of the past but a monumnt of those who maxe 
protected it through the years for posterity.
